MOSCOW <UPI )--CZECHO SLOVAKIA *S LEADERS, APPARENTLY INaUDING 
COMMUNIST PARTY SECRETARY ALEXANDERDUBCEK , EXTENDED A DAY OF TALKS 
WITH THE THREE HEADS OF THE KREMLIN AND WILL CONTINUE THEM ON SUNDAY 
IN THEIR EFFORTS TO KEEP THE LIBERAL DUBCEK IN POWER, IT WAS DISCLOSED 
TODAY. 

THE TASS NEWS AGENCY ANNOUNCED THE TALKS WOULD CONTINUE. 

IT MENTIONED ONLY CZECHOSLOVAK PRESIDENT LUDVIK SVOBODA BY NAME, BUT 
INFORMED COMMUNIST SOURCES SAID DUBCEK AND FELLOW LIBERAL OLDRICH 
CERNIK, THE CZECHOSLOVAK PREMIER, WERE ATTENDING THE TALKS. 

TASS SAID THE TALKS SATURDAY, LIKE THOSE ON FRIDAY, HAD PASSED 
IN A "FRANK AND COMRADELY ATMOSPHERE." 

SOURCES SAID DUBCEK, WHO HAD BEEN "INTERNED" BY THE 
SOVIET OCCUPATION FORCES IN PRAGUE, WAS "SAFE." 

THE COMMUNIST SOURCES HAD SAID EARLIER SATURDAY THAT THE 
TALKS BEHIND THE KREMLIN WALS HAD CONCLUDED AND THAT THE CZECHOSLOVAK 
DELEGATION, HEADED BY PRESIDENT SVOBODA, WOULD FLY HOME TO PRAGUE SATURDAY 
NIGHT TO ADDRESS THE CZECHOSLOVAKIAN NATION. 

BOTH DUBCEK AND CERNIK HAD BEEN BRANDED AS "TRAITORS" ON THURSDAY 
BY THE SOVIET PRESS. 

DIPLOMATIC OBSERVERS SPECULATED THE AGREEMENT REACHED BETWEEN 
SOVIET AND CZECHOSLOVAK LEADERS IN TALKS WHICH BEGAN FRIDAY NIGHT AND 
CONTINUED NEARLY ALL DAY SATURDAY WOULD INCLUDE: 

--ALL THE CONSTITUTIONALLY ELECTED AND APPOINTED PARTY AND
